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r Let’s  Talk  Currency 

CONFEDERATE  CURRENCY 

by  Tim  Kyzivat  - LaGrange,  Illinois 

The  popularity  of  Confederate  currency  is  at  an  all-time  high.  Collectors  are 
fascinated  by  this  highly  collectible  currency  and  are  beginning  to  realize  just  how 
tough  many  of  the  notes  are  to  find.  It  seems  that  the  feeling  was  that  there  would 
always  be  plenty  of  the  notes  around,  but  an  increase  in  demand  has  shown  just  how 
thin  the  supply  really  is.  It  seems  that  the  large  accumulations  of  the  past  are  not 
showing  up  and  the  increased  demand  has  made  the  notes  increase  in  value. 

The  War  Between  the  States  created  a great  financial  need  for  the  South.  In  order  to 
finance  the  war  there  needed  to  be  some  kind  of  currency  that  would  be  accepted 
throughout  the  South,  and  even  overseas.  The  thought  early  in  1861  was  that  the 
South  would  win  the  war  in  a short  period  of  time  and  could  be  financed  by  the  first 
issues  of  notes.  As  the  war  continued  on  and  the  hope  of  victory  started  to  die,  more 
and  more  notes  were  issued  and  were  worth  less  and  less  in  trade.  The  tremendous 
inflation  experienced  by  the  South  in  the  last  2 years  rendered  the  notes  almost 
worthless.  The  issuance  of  $1.7  billion  of  currency,  along  with  a large  amount  of 
bonds  all  based  on  a victory  by  the  South,  made  the  resulting  end  of  the  war  a 
financial  fiasco  for  the  South. 

The  Confederacy  had  seven  different  issuances  of  currency  comprising  72  different 
notes.  The  accepted  numbering  system  is  T-1  through  T-72.  There  was  issuances 
in  each  of  the  war  years,  1861  - 1864,  with  some  having  several  issuances.  As  is  the 
case  with  most  items,  the  earliest  issuances  are  generally  the  most  valuable.  Due  to 
the  haste  in  preparing  the  first  notes,  and  the  belief  that  the  War  would  not  last  long, 
a small  issuance  of  notes  was  made  in  the  spring  of  1861.  These  notes  were  in  the 
denominations  of  $50,  $100,  $500  and  $1000  and  were  issued  from  the  capitol  at 
Montgomery,  Alabama.  Only  607  of  the  T-1  ($1000)  and  T-2  ($500)  were  issued 
along  with  1606  of  the  T-3  ($100)and  T-4  ($50)  notes.  These  are  the  keys  to  a great 
collection  of  Confederate  notes.  A number  of  these  notes  have  survived  but  the 
demand  far  exceeds  the  supply  of  these  great  gems.  The  discovery  of  a new  note  in 
this  first  issue  is  a great  event  for  the  dedicated  Confederate  collectors 

As  the  war  went  on  and  the  need  for  financing  increased,  more  and  more  notes  were 
issued,  in  greater  quantities  and  in  smaller  denominations.  After  all,  how  many 
people  could  afford  the  large  denomination  bills  of  the  first  issue  ? Notes  were 
issued  in  the  following  denominations:  $.50,  $1,  $2,  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50,  $100  and 
$500. 
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MAKING  SENSE

This  year  Napoleon  announces  that  France  must  guard  the  coast  of  Spain 
against  Britain.  His  armies  invade  both  Italy  and  Spain,  taking  Barcelona, 
Madrid,  Naples,  and  Capri.  He  abolishes  the  Inquisition  In  Spain  and  Italy. 
Extensive  excavations  are  begun  at  Pompeii.  Britain  Invades  Portugal  to 
oppose  Napoleon  In  Spain,  and  the  Times  of  London  sends  Henry  Robinson 
as  the  world's  first  war  correspondent  to  cover  "the  peninsular  war". 

This  is  also  the  year  of  the  first  performance  of  Beethoven's  Fifth  Symphony 

- - used  more  recently  as  the  theme  piece  for  the  movie  "The  Longest  Day" 

- - ta-ta-ta-tum,  Morse  code  for  'V  for  victory. 

In  the  young  United  States,  men's  pigtails  go  out  of  style.  Thomas  Jefferson 
declines  to  run  for  a third  Presidential  term.  Importation  of  slaves  into  the 
US  is  banned,  but  open  slave-trading  and  illegal  Imports  continue.  The  SS 
Phoenix  Is  the  first  steamship  with  an  American-built  engine.  Next  year  this 
side-wheeler  will  make  the  first  ocean  voyage  by  a steamboat. 

The  US  mint  in  Philadelphia  strikes  two  denominations  of  copper  coins,  one 
of  silver,  and  two  of  gold.  One  of  the  gold  coins  Is  a one-year  type.  This 
should  be  enough  clues  to  pin  the  year  as  1808. 

There  were  only  2710  quarter  eagles  coined  in  1808,  and  since  this  is  the 
only  year  of  the  large-head  capped  bust  quarter  eagle,  this  is  probably  the 
second  rarest  US  type  coin.  Silver  coinage  of  1808  was  limited  to  1.4  million 
half  dollars,  which  was  about  the  same  number  as  cents  and  half  cents 
combined. 

The  new  "Classic  Head"  design  begun  last  year  on  half  dollars  and  half 
eagles  is  extended  this  year  to  cents  and  quarter  eagles.  Half  cents  will  not 
use  the  new  design  until  next  year. 

Half  cents  of  1808  come  from  two  obverse  and  two  reverse  dies.  One

Is  F.U.N.E.Y. 

by  Mr.  Z 


We  will  start  this  new  section  of  the  Digest  with  one  of  the  more  confusing 
varieties  known  to  collectors.  Most  collectors  will  never  see  a counterfeit 
coin  of  this  date,  but  they  still  spend  lots  of  money  on  a coin  that  has  little 
collector  value  or  Interest. 

In  1922,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  too  busy  to  produce  any  Lincoln  cents, 
so  all  Lincoln  cents  where  produced  at  the  Denver  Mint.  Most  of  the  coins 
produced  this  year  have  the  "D"  mintmark,  but  some  where  produced  with  a 
weak  "D"  and  some  with  no  "D".  Thus  the  problem  for  collectors  : Which 
ones  are  the  "No  D"  variety?" 

Since  Philadelphia  was  busy  making  dies  and  minting  the  new  Peace  Dollar, 
it  is  very  unlikely  that  they  produced  any  dies  of  the  Lincoln  cent  for  their 


I use. 


' In  1922,  all  dies  were  produced  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  It  is  believed  that 
' only  30  dies  for  the  1922  D Lincoln  cent  were  produced.  Denver  was  forced 
: to  use  each  die  beyond  the  dies  normal  life.  This  helps  to  explain  why  it  Is 
I very  difficult  to  find  1922  D Lincoln  cent  with  a good  strike.  Why  some  coins 
are  weak  on  the  obverse  and  sharp  on  the  reverse.  This  also  explains  why 
I some  mint  state  1922  D Lincoln  cents  look  like  a very  good  or  fine  coin. 

L It  is  believed  that  there  was  a die  clash  and  the  reverse  die  broke,  bringing 
' a new  reverse  die  into  production.  The  obverse  die  was  removed  from 
production  and  all  traces  of  the  die  clash  were  removed  by  stoning  and  filing 
the  die.  Then  it  was  returned  to  service  with  the  new  reverse  die.  During  this 
stoning  and  filing,  all  traces  of  the  "D"  were  removed.  This  is  know  as  die 
^ pair  #2. 

I have  broken  down  the  key  points  for  each  die  pair.  This  will  make  it 
' easier  to  remember.

obverse  has  a small  8 over  7 and  the  other  has  a large  normal  8.  The 
1808/7  half  cent  is  scarce  and  popular,  while  the  "normal”  tall-8  coins  are 
quite  common. 

Large  cents  of  1808  come  in  three  die  varieties,  none  of  which  are  scarce. 
One  of  these  is  often  referred  to  as  the  "twelve  star"  variety,  because  the 
first  star  is  opposite  a large  reverse  die  failure  at  D STATE  and  is  often 
weak  or  missing.  Classic  Head  cents  (1808-1814)  are  normally  found  in 
low  grades,  dark,  and  rough.  But  a high  grade  piece  of  this  type  on  a hard 
planchet  is  an  item  of  true  beauty. 


John  D.  Wright  is  the  author  of  "The  CENT  Book",  which  covers  U.S.  cents 
of  1816-1839.  He  has  collected  U.S.  large  cents  for  over  forty  years.

One  of  the  most  popular  notes  is  the  $500  series  1864  note  (T-64)  with  the  portrait 
of  a great  hero  of  the  South,  General  Thomas  (Stonewall)  Jackson.  One  of  the  most 
famous  Generals  of  the  War,  he  is  memorialized  on  this  most  beautiful  note.  The 
value  of  this  note  has  risen  steadily  over  the  past  few  years  so  that  a new  specimen 
is  worth  the  face  value  of  the  note  ! ! 

A popular  way  to  collect  these  notes  is  by  denomination.  Notes  of  each 
denomination,  with  the  exception  of  the  $1000  note,  are  available  at  modest  prices. 
Another  way  to  collect  is  by  assembling  notes  from  each  of  the  issuing  years, 
namely  1861,  1862,  1863  and  1864.  Every  collection  is  enhanced  by  the  addition  of 
a Confederate  note.  Check  out  your  local  currency  dealer  for  some  examples  of  this 
fascinating  currency  - you  will  be  glad  you  did!

LIFE  MEMBERSHIP 

"At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association  in  November,  it 
was  voted  that  all  members  in  good  standing  as  of  December  31,  1961  would  be 
eligible  for  Life  Membership  on  January  1,  1962.  The  Life  Membership  fee  was  set 
at  $15.  This  fee  will  probably  be  raised  at  a later  date. 

Applications,  membership  cards  of  the  permanent  type,  and  certificates 
suitable  for  framing  are  now  being  readied  for  distribution.  Many  of  you  have 
already  indicated  your  interest  in  a Life  Membership  and  I shall  mail  an 
application  form  soon..  If  anyone  else  is  interested,  please  write. 

Anyone  wishing  to  obtain  a low  Life  Membership  number  should  write  soon 
and  make  their  wishes  known.  The  members  with  the  lowest  regular  membership 
numbers  will  have  first  choice  at  the  lower  Life  Member  numbers.  " 

There  isn't  any  record  of  who  LM  #1  was,  but  Orin  Imig  was  regular  member  #1. 
Of  those  still  on  the  rolls  Ralph  Winquist  is  #2,  Kenneth  Mabray  #5,  Jimmy 
Kaczor  is  #7  and  Jesse  Peters  is  #9.  Those  in  the  second  ten  include  Richard 
Hoffarth  LM13,  Joe  Mileham,  LM  11  and  Earl  Stites,  LM  #17.  Richard  Hoffarth 
appears  to  have  retained  his  original  membership  number  of  13,  but  the  last  names 
had  higher  numbers  originally,  leading  one  to  believe  there  wasn't  a rush  to  become 
a life  member  in  the  beginning.
